The above changes are to remedy antecedent basis 
ambiguities . 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art, alone or in combination, fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a circuit for controlling the set up of a memory 
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address comprising a first latch circuit for latching a first 
memory address in response to a first simultaneous occurrence of 
a predetermined value for an output enable signal and a 
predetermined value for a row address strobe signal; a second 
latch circuit coupled to the first latch circuit, the second 
latch circuit for receiving the first memory address from the 
first latch circuit and latching the first memory address 
thereafter for decoding; and wherein the first latch circuit 
latches a second memory address in response to a second 
simultaneous occurrence of the predetermined value for the output 
enable signal and the predetermined value for the row address 
strobe signal, the second simultaneous occurrence occurring while 
the first .memory address is being decoded.
